” NIGHT MARCHES. 


In any future war, the arny that. is suf- 
ficiently well-trained to execato a night 
march and concentrate under cover of dark- 
ness near the enemy's camp, or position, 
will hold a trump card that is worth thou- 
sands of men. © With our small'army, there- 
fore, it is more than ever necessary that 
training in “this part of ‘a _soldior's 
career should ‘bs thorough. There is 
no portion of the whole science and 
art of war that requires more prac. 
tice, especially umong tho officers and 
N.G.0.8, than night marching with the 
aid of the compass or stars, and tho darker 
the night selected for the oxer cise the more 
valuable is the experience gained. Night 
marches aro, it ia true, seldoni, undertaken, 
for they are most fatiguing amu accom: panied 
by great risks ; but at times they are absol- 
utoly necessary for the object to bo gained, 
and as the undertaking is one of the most 
difficult, both officers and men should bo 
thoroughly trained in its roquiroments 
during peaca mancuvres. Winter, au- 
tumn, and spring nights aro really the best’ 
for training, for although tho weather may 
be inclement and the reads or country 
traversed bad-going, tho diflicultiea of a 
march in the dark ato far more realised 
thanduringthesummer. Practice and only 
practice in the various ways of using a com- 
pass at night is what is required, and every 
officer should be trained unti} he is quite 
confident that he is capable of leading a 
point on Adark night, When several bear- 
inga have wo be trayeracd, owing to the 
nosition not being approachable in a direct, 
ino, delay may be cauavd in having to 
rosut the indicator of tho compass if one is 
uscd, and to do this properly a light is re- 
quired.—Bread Arrow.

© Jt ig an undeniable fact, says the Jiji 
that Japan hss followed no fixed lino of 
policy im governing Formosu, , Sometimes 
it is too rigid and sometimes too liberal, 
and this may be partly explained by: the 
fact that this is the first-time she has 
added any foreign territory te her domin- 
ions.

take life us easy at thee can., Being placed 
in.most casos at ong-distancss apart, they 
ara not much under control, and axe ac- 
cordingly easily corrupted ; of 
was an instanes lately in which a number 
of officials wero ‘arrested on suspicion of 
illegal purchase of land. 
have the worst time of it, Aghting with the 
rebels amid heat, disease and hardships, 
and a great number of them die. Yet no- 
body .knows the hardships: they are really 
undergoing. ‘Tho. present Governor Gen- 
oral. ia undoubtedly an able man ; is con-

yortanes, Messrs Defries and Co. have 
hnd the contract signed for a month or so 
past, but somo of the details of the leading 
features have not been quite definitely 
settled, aud indeed are at the present mo- 
ment not unalterably decidéd on, Plins 
have .beon made under the supervision af 
the architect of the Bank, Sir Arthur 
Blomfield, who has a permanent oftice on 
tho Bank premises, It gives, by the way, 
aatriking ides of the great oxtent of those 
premises to learn that their maintenanco 
alone costs something like - £10,000 8 year, 
and that a staff of aomewhere about a hun- 
dred workmen are always engaged hore. 
They have, of course, nothing to do with 
the Jubilee decorations, which is a matter 
for expert contractors, who, for this special 
occasion, have eallod in to their aid the 
groat artistic powers. of Professor Legros. 

The Bank of England’s schomo will not 
bo remarkable for. cluboration or intricacy 
of design, but it is pretty safe to say that 
for dignity and real beauty of effect it will 
be very hard to beat. 

Except for ono strong light olectricity 
will not be omployed, The wholo design 
will be worked out as on former occasions 
in shimmering crystal and small gas lamps 
in ruby, white, and gold. The rub; lambs 
will be of the special tint displayed on the 
uccasion of the Duke of York’s wedding, 
whon the contractors had them manufactut- 
ed at the suggestion of Mr Parnell, who 
waa thon Deputy Governvr, and who is 
himself recognised usan accomplished water- 
colour artist, Botween the capitols of the 
columns on the fagade of the Bank build- 
ing will bo garlands of eryatal lamps, with 
bows or flour-de-lys looping them to other 
columns, ‘The cornices above will be 

nicked out in linca of crystal and gold 
mps. ‘At each corner of the long build- 
ing will bo a magnificent shell worked out 
in crystal and colours, These will cach be 
‘sixteen feghwide. Along the front will be 
great crystal stars with flaming points. “At 
tho middlo of the building, over the door- 
ways, the design is more elaborate, and the 
effect. should be very rich indeed. Tho 


central feature will be a tablet along the 
ediment displaying a quotation selected 
by tho Governor of the Bank from Tonny- 
son's lines:‘ Ode to the Queen’: 
. May you rule us long, 
And Jeave us rulers of your bloo 
As noble till the latest day | 
May children of our childreti say, 
‘Sho wrought her peoplo lasting good ; 
Hor court was pure ; her life serene ; 
God gave her puace ; her land roposed ;

THE PARIS TRAGEDY.

One hundred charred 
bodies so far have been recovered and it is 
fonred that at least one hundred tore 
romain in tho debria, bosides many injured.

There ia small prospect that the Bilbad 
deposits will bv duplicated in Europe, and 
so, with the low price of steel products 
here to be matched, what can England do 
but yield hor monepaly, unless, as tho 
Duke suys, Americans will be uncnterpris- 
ing enough to keep owt of tho foreign 
warket 4 

The Amoricgn answer to that hypothesis 
ia whot might be expecled. We sre bid- 
ding for the entire armor plate custom of 
Russia, and have begun the manufacture of 
cruisers, sewer pipes and carthquake-proof 
building frames for Japan. In all probabili- 
ty wo shall supply some of the steel rails 
for the Chinese and Corean railway systems. 
Mexico and Suuth America are drawing on 
our iron manufacturers, aud it will not be 
long before we shall compete with England 
wherever she has x customer, In other 


words, cheapness of iron and steel in the 
United States had cowie to stay, and 
whatever advantage that. yives will be 
utilized. —Sun Francises Chronicle,

THE FINANCES OF PROFESSIONAL 
FOOTBALL, 


The Crystal -Palace authorities have to pay 
a large. sum for the international match. 
They guaruntee the Foothall Association a 
sum of £1,200, and in addition pay 6d. a 
head for every person entering the Palace 
after 30,00) has been passed, and 1s. o 
head over 40,000, Consequently, if 50,000 
people ure present this afternnon, the As- 
sociation will receive a sum of £1,950 from 
the Grystal Palace Company. The Palaco 
authorities take the revenue from the 
reserved seats, which represents a large 
sum. Altogether, there is seating accom- 
ersous. Al- 
though the Association is paid such a large 
sum for the match, it is really tho'two clubs 
engaged in the match that derive the bene- 
fit therefrom. They take the whole of the 
receipts after certain deductions have been 
made to meet the expenser of the Associa- 
tion. 

Probably no club in the country has such 
a splendid reputation at the present day as 
Aston Villa. . The‘club.was founded us far 
back as 1874 by some young men attending 
the Aston Villa Wesleyan Chapel. Mr G. 
B. Ramsay, one of the must energetic off- 
cials the club ever had, joined the club in 
its infancy, and Perry Barr, the present. 
playing ground, wad secured at arent of 
This year £200 was paid for the same 
ground. The club soon -inade o name for 
itself in the Midlands with G, B. Ramsay 


‘|as captain from 1876 to 1880, and Archie 


Hunter from I88f to 1889. John Devey 
is the present captain, ind Mr Ramsay acts 
assecretary. The achicvements of the Villa 
Club are too numerous to mention. Tho 
formation of the Football. League in 1880 
saw the Villa included, and since the enlarge- 
mont of the First Division to sixteen clubs in 
4992-09, the Villa mcn havé never been 
lower than fourth on the list. They won 
the.championship in 1893-94 and 1895-96.

Villa men have alsa, won the Birmingham 
Cup, the Staffordshire Cup, and the Birm- 
ingharh.

The rise of the Evertun Club affords a 
striking proof uf, the’ rapid growth of the 
Association gamo ‘in a “district for many 
years devoted to the Rugby code. Tho 
Everton Club originated frum a small or. 
ganization connected with a Congregational 
chapel. In 1879 the club tovk the name 
of Everton, and thereafter made steady 
poe In 1883-84 Everton won the 

iverpool Cup, and removed to tho Anfield- 
road ground in the following sencon. 
In 1892-93 the members formed themeclves 
into a limited liability company, and it was 
in 1802 that the present ground—Goodison 
Park—was opened, In 1896 this ground 
wos purchased by ‘the club for £8,000. 
tt is one of the finest enclosures in 
the country. Everton wero admitted to 
membership of th Footbal! League on the 
formation of that body in 1888. They won 
the championship of the League. in 1890-91, 
and occupiéd the second place in 1889-90, 
and 1894-95. Everton's only appoarance 
in the final ‘of the English Cup was in 1892. 
03, when they were “most unexpectedly 
peaten by the Wolverhampton Wanderers 
by agoal. Tho great development of the 
interest in Association football in the Liver- 
poo] district has made Everton one of. the 
wealthiest clubs in the country.

RELIGIOUS RIOTS-IN SHANTUNG. 


Tho Linching correspondent of the ¥.-0, 
Daily News wrote on the 30th April :— 


4 LONG-STANDING DISPUTE. 

The Homan Catholic Christians to~the 
south-west of ua are having no little ‘trou- 
ble this weok. This is one of long stand. 
ing. Some eight or ten yeary ago, one of 
the R.C. converts made over to the church 
some land on which a temple - waa still 


‘standing... The givor claimed that the land: 


was hia to do with ag lie pleased,’ and it 

cased him at that time to give it to the 

t.C. church for tho purpose of building 4 
chapel. Thereupon the priests took posses- 
sion of the land, the temple was torn down, 
and a B.C. chapel was crected, or st least 
partially built, This proceeding aroused the 
othar families in the village, and the chapel 
Yap demolished, the villagers ‘in turn ot- 
‘tempting to erect u temple on the spot, Out 
of these opposing interests arose 4 law-suit 
which though invariably decided in favour 
of the R.C. Christians, has borne nothing 
but bitter fruit. How many times the 
villagers arose against the Christians we are 


unable to say, but some two or three years |" 


ago, mattcrs had got to such a stage that 
the native Christians could not sow with 
any expectation of roaping, and a persecu- 
tion was carried up against them well-nigh 
unendurable. Then came an outbreak 
such as 1 have mentioned, followed by 
an assembly of ail the country officials 
within reach to consult with the French 
pricsta, and the decision reached that 
the Jaud should belong to the R. C. 
party. Before narrating the recent dis- 
turbances, we need to glance at the view: 
held by the people. Their claim was that 
both the land and the temple had been 
piven the village for templo parporos s that 
as their ancestors had contributed to ean 
ing the temple, it was the property of 
and not of a individual. Petonce as the 
village had never ceded the property, it 
still belonged to the village. 
THE CHRISTIANS ATTACKED, 

One thing more. About a hundred years 
ago, the White Lily sect in this region rose 
in rebellion; the rebellion was crushed, 
but it has a successor in another sect called 
the ‘Mei Hua-ch‘iian.’ This spring the 
R.C. gathered materials to tho value of ten 
thousand tacls or so, preparatory to build- 
ing on the disputed.site. Some five hun- 
dred mon, mustly members of the above 
sect, caine toyether to seo what could be 
done}. but separated fearing that the 
nutive Christine had foreign weapons. 
The latter thus apprised of the inten- 
tions of their enemies, drofted all the 
men betweou 18 and 60 years of ago 
to ‘hold the fort.' For eight days they 
they were not molested, but on the 27th a 
force, numbering 1,000 or moro, variously 
armed, attacked the compound, killed 
three men, and wounded seven or cight 
othors ; some threo or four men were also 
captured and sre at last accounts held as 
pnsoncrs in the hands of the mob. Tho 
rioters are threatening t destroy all propor- 
ty belonging to R.C., just os they have 
destroyed it in this village, ie. burn every- 
thing belonging to Roman Catholics ond 
tear down all their buildings, ete. Many 
native Christiana have fled here for safety. 
The rioters are increasing in number daily,

The eubject, 
had also been brought under the notice of 
the India, China,-and Colonial Cormmittee, 
and on the recommendation of both Com- 
mittees the Board resolved that, secording 
to tho ovidence presented, the marks consti- 
tuted a ' fraudulent description ’ under the 
Merchandise Marks Act, and that the at-
